Montauk musical artist Rufus Wainwright 
released his ninth original studio album, Unfollow 
the Rules, on Friday, July 10, 2020, his first since 
Out of the Game in 2012. 

The new pop record features 12 tracks, which 
have been described as a return to form for 
Wainwright and are intended to serve as a 
distillation of his 21-one-year-long career. The 
title song was originally written at the request of 
Wainwright's friend Sarah Jessica Parker, a 
fellow Hamptonite, who wanted him to write an 
original song for her to sing in the 2018 film Here 
and Now. The rendition on “Unfollow the Rules” 
is a new recording performed by Wainwright. 

A lot has changed in Wainwright’s life since Out 
of the Game came out in 2012—he got married 
at his Montauk home, became a father, turned 
40, produced his second opera and released an 
album of Shakespeare’s sonnets. Reflecting on 
these exciting experiences, he is “ready to tackle 
new challenges, yet compelled to confront his 
past,” the press release writes. “He’s taking stock 
of two decades of running riot with rules, making

sense of how he has matured as a musician and 
celebrating the contented family man he has 
become.” 

“At my age—40s, we'll say—you start to 
re-evaluate the past you’ve been shackled to for so 
long,” Wainwright said in the release. “You can’t 
walk away from it, discard everything and create a 
new life. You’re now too old to skip town. Instead 
you have to go back and examine the forces that 
brought you here. In my case, that meant crawling 
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through a minefield of drama, regret, wounds and 
so forth. To move forward required embracing 
those injuries, knowing that I’m in a good place 
now because of them, not despite them.” 
Unfollow the Rules is Wainwright’s first album 
with the BMG record label. It was produced by 
Mitchell Froom and includes contributions 
by Matt Chamberlain, Jim Keltner and 
Blake Mills.

Fitness Facilities Sweating 
Out Reopening Date, Offer 
Alternatives in the Meantime

| hee Island may be nearly a week into 
its fourth phase of the reopening process, 
but gyms and fitness studios remained shuttered. 
Just because workout spaces can’t open their 
doors, that doesn’t mean you can’t get a workout 
in—they have figured out a way to still get your 
sweat on. 

SoulCycle, the New York-based fitness 
company, may be known for its indoor cycling 
classes, but it took the bikes outside last weekend 
and classes were packed. 

With two locations in the Hamptons, SoulCycle 
set up a tent on the green space at the Shoppes 
at Water Mill, where its studio is located, and 
one on the lawn at the Hayground School in 
Bridgehampton, just behind the Barn, the 
space on Butter Lane where spin classes are 
usually held. Riders use disco-style headphones, 
provided by SoulCycle, to ensure strong sound 
quality while outside. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of gym and fitness 
studio owners across the state have joined a 
class-action lawsuit against Governor Andrew 
Cuomo for not allowing them to reopen in Phase 
4. Health experts have said that gyms provide 


a high risk for the spread of COVID-19 due to 
higher densities, the increased breathing rate 
that comes with working out, and common touch 
areas. 

But, owners—and even Suffolk County 
Executive Steve Bellone—say they have plans 
in place for making post-pandemic workouts 
safe. Elements Fitness Studio, which offers a 
barre-based workout and has a location in East 
Hampton, has invested heavily in COVID-19 
modifications, like many other studios and gyms. 

“We have been working extremely hard to 
create a new normal pivoting to virtual classes. 
As we prepare to reopen, we have to make a lot of 
additional changes as the concept of group fitness 
will change significantly,” according to Andrea 
Fornarola, the owner. 

They created a new design for the studio to 
incorporate social distancing, which includes 
custom-designed glass partitions, which almost 
creates a cubicle-style workout station. With the 
partitions six feet apart, “I think the partitions 
will make clients feel comfortable standing next 
to someone at the barre,” she said.

Dolphin 
Beached in 
Montauk Dies

espite the efforts of a beachgoers as 

well as of officers from three different 
agencies, a dolphin found stranded along the 
rocky shoreline west of Ditch Plains Beach in 
Montauk perished on Saturday, July 11. 

East Hampton Town police received word 
of the beached dolphin at about 8:30 a.m. 
Town Harbor Patrol Officer Mitch Savino was" 
the first to arrive, and found the dolphin was 
still alive. It did not appear to have any visible 
wounds, though there was a bit of blood on the 
animal, Savino said. 

A Montauk couple, Rachael Wandzilak and 
David Dragich, hauled buckets of water from 
the choppy surf, and poured them over the 
stranded animal. 

The New York Marine Rescue Center, 
formerly known as the Riverhead Foundation 
which deals with stranded or beached sea 
animals, was contacted. A rescue crew was 
dispatched with a truck for the stranded 
dolphin. ; 

The truck, however, was not able to access the 
rocky beach where the dolphin was stranded. 
The decision was made to place the animal in 
a sling and walk it off along the beach west to 
the access point at Nick’s Beach in downtown 
Montauk. 

Members of U.S. Coast Guard Station 
Montauk assisted, along with an officer from the 
Department of Environmental Conservation. 
The officers wrapped the dolphin in the sling. 
“We carried it about a quarter-mile, then we 
put it in a quad and took it off the beach.” 

They met the rescue foundation’s truck 
and loaded the dolphin into it. At that point, 
unfortunately, it died. 

According to Chief Harbormaster Ed Michels, 
there haven’t been many recent incidents of 
beached dolphins so far this season. “Last year, 
it happened a lot,” Michels said. “This is the first 
one we've had in a couple of months. It’s sad.” g&

Two Acts of Violence 
After Mask Requests

The great mask debate during the COVID-19 pandemic elicited violent 
reactions from two people on the East End recently; one man assaulted a 
woman who asked him to don a face covering, while another man kicked out 
a glass door when confronted about his lack of a mask. 

A New York State mandate remains in effect requiring people wear face 
coverings when they cannot maintain at least six feet of distance from one 
another. Face coverings have been shown to cut down on the spread of the 
virus. 

Southampton Town police were called to the bus stop at the traffic circle 
on Peconic Avenue in Riverside on July 9 when a 46-year-old woman said 
a fellow passenger punched her as they got off the county bus. They were 
on board the bus when she asked him to put on a mask, police said. Suffolk 
County Transit requires all passengers. wear face coverings while on board. 

“The two had a verbal altercation and when both got off the bus, the male 
punched her causing the laceration,” a press release said. 

Officers arrested Ernest Ryshaun Clay, a 43-year-old from Riverhead 
who has a criminal record, and he was charged with third-degree assault, a

AFTEE Feeds the Need 
with Drive-In Movie Series

he return of the drive-in movie was certainly not expected in the year 2020, with 

media consumption more instant than ever before thanks to streaming services and 
smart devices. But as the COVID-19 pandemic put the world on pause for several months 
and made traditional social activities—including going to the movies—unfeasible due to 
social distancing, the want and need for safe outside activities became greater. Drive- 
ins, of course, provide small groups and families a night out in the comfort and safety of 
their vehicle while enjoying a fun film. Nonprofit group All for the East End (AFTEE), in 
association with Dan’s Independent Media, saw the opportunity to provide a fun drive-in 
series for the community and raise money for the Feed the Need campaign to help the 
area food pantries with AFTEE Presents Show Time in Southampton, starting on Friday, 
July 17 and running for three weekends. 

“Way back when AFTEE started in 2013, we raised money through a concert series,” 
says AFTEE board member Claudia Pilato. AFTEE was founded to raise money for other 
local nonprofit organizations, and earlier this year shifted gears to specifically help the 
food pantries of the East End with the Feed the Need initiative. “When we reinvigorated 
AFTEE to deal with issues of food instability and had many very generous contributions 
from the community, we felt like we needed to do something else to be both visible 
and to raise more funds,” says Pilato. “Given the environment, we thought, wouldn’t 
it be a perfect thing to have AFTEE sponsor drive in movies? How do you have a safe 
and fun family night out this summer? And we thought it was a perfect way to bring 
the community together in a safe way and provide an opportunity to donate. It’s a tax 
deductible donation on top of everything else.” 

Proceeds from the event will go to Feed the Need. “The numbers in the food pantries 
have stabilized a bit but that’s by ‘COVID’ levels.” Feed the Need began in mid-March, 
at the onset of the quarantine. “[Southampton Town Supervisor] Jay Schneiderman was 
starting to hear from all of the food pantries about the rising need and demands and 
difficulty to feed everybody. He and [Assemblyman] Fred Thiele came to me and asked 
what we could do. AFTEE was already a well-established 501c3 and we quickly pivoted 
to focus on- the Feed the Need campaign. AFTEE already had everything in place, it was 
a matter of jumpstarting the visibility, coming up with a new board of directors who 
have been phenomenal.” In addition to a board of directors, AFTEE has also installed a 
community advisory group that includes representation from the food pantries. To date, 
AFTEE has raised over $700,000 for food pantries across the five East End towns. 

The films on offer are a fun mix of fan favorites. The series kicks off on July 17 with Men 
in Black, Dirty Dancing on July 18, Raiders of the Lost Ark on July 24, Rocky on July 25, 
Transformers on July 31 and Jurassic Park on August 1. “It was with an eye to, what can 
the whole family enjoy, what would be great on the big screen, and what movies might 
people not have seen on the big screen? They’re just fun,” says Pilato of the film selection. 

One thing that sets this drive-in series apart is the attention paid to safety and space. 
“A lot of people are doing drive-in movies but we’re providing a very safe and organized 
environment so that every ticket purchase provides you with space for your car and an 
equal space that we're calling tailgating space,” says Pilato. “It will be separated and 
youll know clear boundaries for your car and safe space so you can put some chairs in 
your space. That will be your space and keep you safe and protected. If you leave that 
space you have to wear a face mask. We’re adding a few fun things and have a few food 
trucks. The movie experience isn’t just about the movie, it’s about everything around the 
movie.” 

Volunteering is at the heart and spirit of Feed the Need and AFTEE. “We are an entirely 
volunteer effort,” says Pilato. “There are no salaries. The board is working beside their 
own jobs. They are working tirelessly to make sure we understand what the needs are.” 
To that end, AFTEE is gifting the food pantries with tickets to each movie as a thank-you. 

While quarantine rules have been relaxed in recent weeks, Pilato hopes the East End 
community won't forget that there’s still a huge need for donations. “As people feel more 
comfortable and it seems like we’re getting back to normal, that’s when the challenge 
is going to come,” she says. “What if we have a second surge? So by having this movie 
series, we hope will raise funds that we can have ready to go. We do have money still in 
the fund, so this will add to the funds that we have and remind people that the need isn’t 
going away.” fi

2 ae masks keep their identities hidden, not purposefully, but as 
a matter of course. You may have seen them and not even know it, 
perhaps even somebody you know, in supermarkets and drug stores and 
other shops around the East End. Unsung heroes, among many who fit 
that definition out here, shopping for those who cannot go out themselves, 
building relationships that extend beyond the conventional notion of “the 
buddy system” and giving their time for the greater good. There has been 
less talk about them as the reopening has progressed, and you may not 
have heard stories of their impact. But Melissa Berman certainly has. 

“Oh my gosh, so many,” says Berman, one of the founders of East 
End Cares. She immediately recounts “a phone call I received from a 
senior gentleman who is in our buddy program. His volunteer buddy is 


awesome—he shops for three people and goes out of his way for each of 


them getting them special things they like and keeping in touch. 

“So this gentleman, who lives in senior housing, called me and said, ‘You 
people are terrific! I am getting a stimulus check from the government and 
I want to donate to you.’ He said he wished he could go out and volunteer 
and help, but since he couldn’t he wanted to split his stimulus eheck with 
us! We of course refused his offer, but the spirit of that, and the connection 
he and his volunteer buddy have—just beautiful.” 

When the COVID-19 pandemic first hit the East End in March, the 
volunteer organization East End Cares hit the ground running—collecting 
donations for the local food pantries, creating that buddy system for 
vulnerable community members who couldn’t leave the house and 


obtaining PPE for those who needed it most. 

“It quickly became apparent that food insecurity was a top priority, 
as was assisting homebound seniors and other vulnerable people with 
shopping and errands and ongoing support,” says Berman. “So we 
established a volunteer buddy program that matches volunteers with a 
vulnerable ‘buddy’ to serve.” The program is ongoing and continues to 
welcome new volunteers. 

“We also partnered early on with Clamshell Foundation to create a Fund 
for Food to raise money for our local food pantries,” she continues. “They 
are the best humans ever and it’s been a wonderful partnership. We have 
raised over $120,000 so far for Montauk, Springs, East Hampton and Sag 
Harbor Pantries. Citarella partnered with us also and has been collecting 
donations at checkout for nearly three months—incredible.” 

When masks were needed, East End Cares partnered with Third Wave 
Volunteers out of Miami to get PPE to local hospitals and nursing homes. 
Other volunteer efforts including distributing pet food to ARF Hamptons, 
sewing masks, delivering supplies to the Retreat, and delivering extra 
bagels from Goldberg’s to the Bridgehampton Child Care & Recreational 
Center’s food pantry. 

“Seems like every week there is something new happening,” she says. 

And people from all corners are lending a hand, Berman notes, taking 
care to point out that there has been much help from both primary and 
second homeowners as volunteers. “So many people who came here from 
the city to be safer immediately reached out to see how they could engage 
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and help the community. With all the negative ‘them and us’ talk that 
was going around, at East End Cares it is just ‘we’—and everyone works 
together to help those in need.” 

East End Cares was founded shortly after Hurricane Sandy when “a 
group of us met spontaneously to try to pull together all the goodwill in our 
community to help others,” says Berman. They created a Facebook page 
and within 20 minutes had 1,000 members. “We ended up doing about 
six months of full-on volunteer efforts helping in the Rockaways and other 
places—we accomplished quite a bit during that time and kind of became 
an entity here on the East End.” 

Numerous projects have followed for the volunteer network, everything 
from local beach cleanups to sending a team of volunteers to Greece to 
help the refugees and to the Philippines after the typhoon. “The kindness 
here is like our ocean—deep and endless,” Berman says. 

Now, as we continue to move through phases here on the East End, 
both official and more metaphorical, with masks a part of everyday life, 
the group has launched “Show You Care.” The campaign is a series of 
photographs by John Madere, an award-winning photographer and 
documentary filmmaker based in New York City and Montauk who has 
shot for the likes of The New York Times Magazine, Time, Esquire and 
more. Depicting people on East End beaches wearing masks and face 
coverings, his images have been posted to social media, and the group 
hopes to also print posters that can be displayed in storefronts in Montauk 
and East Hampton.

“T am a big fan of his work and especially his portrait work,” says Berman 
when describing Madere’s art. “We went for a socially distanced beach 
walk one day when the mask mandate first went into effect, and it became 
apparent how crucial masks were for everyone to wear. 

“Wearing a mask is a statement—it shows you care,” Berman goes on, 
noting that the practice is about caring for your health and safety as well 
as the health and safety of those around you. “Conversely, what’s implied 
by not wearing one is that you don’t care. I think it’s fair to say that most 
people don’t want to hurt others. So this campaign is a way to encourage 
and remind people, by humanizing what wearing a mask says about how 
you feel about yourself and others.” 

Madere began photographing the series at Montauk’s legendary Ditch 
Plains, picking people who were willing to be involved, and a second series 
will be shot in Amagansett this week.

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Gilded Age 


A Long-Ago Era of Opulence Finds a 
New Home in the Modern Age

anderbilt. Hearst. Astor. Names that conjure images of a kind of 

wealth and opulence that could have only existed in another era. The 
time period they defined, or that defined them, derived its own name from 
the satirical The Gilded Age: A Tale of Today, and today the era offers a 
powerful point of reflection on a time of vast social and economic change. 
But it is also remembered for the magnificent homes that rose along with 
fortunes and those famous, sometimes infamous, family legacies. Many 
have been destroyed over time, yet in the heart of a local architect whose 
passion for the past and embrace of that most “today” of technologies, 
they remain more vibrant than ever. 

“Mansions of the Gilded Age” social media accounts, which are thriving 
on various platforms, aim to transport the viewer to another time with an 
array of historic mansions on display. The project, helmed by Stony Brook 
architect Gary Lawrance, all started back in 2007 when he was doing 
publicity for his book Houses of the Hamptons 1880-1930 with co-author 
Anne Surchin. 

It began with a Facebook page. “Little by little, I discovered and joined 
Facebook groups about old houses and mansions,” Lawrance recalls. After 
a while he decided to create a group of his own, which “focused only on 
the estates and mansions built during the Gilded Age, the time of great 
wealth and opulent living from 1870 to 1930. 

“Tt all ended right after the stock market crash of 1929,” Lawrance 
continues. “In the beginning of the Gilded Age, families such as Vanderbilt, 
Whitney, Astor and Frick could claim to be worth over $100 million, which 
would be billions today.” 

Magnificent estates and mansions went up all over the country, 
including here on the East End and along Long Island’s Gold Coast on the 
North Shore. With a large archive of material, it “was easy to post new 
information about these mansions, most of it never seen before by social 
media audiences,” says Lawrance. The Facebook group started with a few 
hundred members and today has more than 100,000. 

The Instagram account followed a few years later. “At first, 1 was 
concerned that being so busy on Facebook, I wouldn’t have time. However, 
it required less time sharing the same information, since Instagram is 
more about images with smaller captions.” There are now some 83,000 
followers. 

“Since I can remember, I have always wanted to be an architect,” says 
Lawrance. In the early 1960s, he says, “All my LEGO creations were of 
mansions and castles, never spaceships.” He became very good at the 
craft, creating LEGO mansions of the Lyndhurst in Tarrytown that took over 
half of his parent's two-car garage. 

Lawrance’s interest in the houses of the Gilded Age era started at a 
young age, making it easy to populate the social media realm (in addition 
to the @mansionsofthegildedage Instagram, he also manages 
@thegildedagesociety, @gildedagebooks and @garylawrancearchitect) 
with new information. “I have a large book collection, news clippings, 
photos and postcards of mansions from Long Island’s Gold Coast, 
Newport, Rhode Island, Fifth Avenue, New York City, and many other areas 
throughout the country. 

“T have always felt how nice it was to share my lifelong interest with 
others who did not know all about the era and the opulent mansions that 
were built,” he says. 

What are some of Lawrance’s favorite mansions on Long Island? “Part of 
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Wooldon Manor 


me likes those huge, rambling houses that are seen in the book and many 
of them are gone,” he answers. “The best part of writing the book was 
finding all the wonderful mansions that once stood along the ocean and 
were either damaged and taken down during the 1938 hurricane, or those 
that have burned or been demolished for new houses.” 

In the Hamptons, he names Wooldon Manor as a favorite. The home 
was a Tudor style, 60-room mansion that once stood on the corner of 
Gin Lane and Lake Agawam in Southampton. It was demolished in the 
1940s. He also favors Villa Millie Fiori, a towering stucco Italian Villa on 
Coopers Neck Lane in Southampton that was demolished in the 1960s. 
And there is also Four Fountains, which once stood on Halsey Neck Lane in 
Southampton and was demolished last year. 

Among the North Shore Gold Coast mansions, reminiscent of all their 
former Gatsby grandeur, he’s a fan of “the restored Otto Kahn mansion at 
Cold Spring Harbor, known as Oheka. It is currently used as a wedding and 
events venue and has amazing gardens which have been restored.” 

He also notes Inisfada, a 75-room brick Tudor mansion that stood 
in North Hills until 2013. It “was so big that its towers rose into the sky 
almost five stories high. Another, which is hardly known at all since it was 
destroyed in the 1950s, was the beautiful Shoremond estate on Centre 
Island,” he says. 

However, Lawrance’s overall favorite was the Harbor Hill French Chateau 
at Roslyn, designed by legendary architect Stanford White. “The house sat 
on the highest hill of Long Island and you could see the Atlantic Ocean 
and the New York City skyline,” he says. “With almost 100 rooms, it was 
the scene of many fabulous parties, including one in honor of the Prince of 
Wales in the 1920s, where over 1,000 of the North Shore elite attended. 
Tam so in love with Harbor Hill, which was demolished in the late 1940s, 
that I recreated it as a 3D computer model.” 

After graduating from New York Institute of Technology in 1982, 
Lawrance went to work for the Spector Group architects and worked on 
the many modern office buildings in which the group was involved. 

“Most new architectural graduates also did models, which I especially 
enjoyed,” he says. 

In the early 1990s, he started his own business. It was around that time 
that larger classic shingle-style homes became popular on the East End. 
“Through recommendations and mailings, I started getting calls to build 
paper models,” he says. Word spread that this unique art was Lawrance’s 
specialty, and clients came to include Francis Fleetwood, Peter Cook, Frank 
Greenwald, John Laffey, Katherine McCoy, Peabody & Schulz, Preston 
Phillips and John David Rose. 

In 2011, an exhibit of Lawrance’s models was displayed at the 
Southampton History Museum, and he currently continues to build 
what he calls “classic paper models” as well as 3D computer models and 
renderings, through his company, Gary Lawrance Architect. He believes 
that both perform different aspects. “Nothing really takes the place of a 
model that you can put on a table and look at from all angles.”

ox thing became evident to Joey Wolffer over the past few months, 
and that is the importance of home. 

‘T’ve spent my life running from thing to thing being busy,” she says. 
The co-owner of Wolffer Estate Vineyard, Joey Walffer Boutique, Wolffer 
Stables and Wolffer Kitchen notes that the past few months, as the world 
has dealt with the pandemic and quarantine, have forced her to “stop 
and look at my life and home.” This time spent at home, she adds, has 
been a “blessing.” 

Her previous home was a “special little spot” in Redwood, Sag Harbor. 
As her family began expanding, they realized they needed more space. 
“We were living in this cute little house,” she recalls. After outgrowing the 
home two years ago, she and her husband, two children and two dogs 
moved to a new property in North Haven. 

“We slowly changed it and decorated it,” she says of the North 
Haven home. “It’s-been really fun during this time, just getting really 
comfortable in our space. I think our attitude towards home life has 
completely changed with this. We feel safe at home. Home is really 
your safe zone. We have projects at night now, rather than just going 
to another dinner party. My husband is really into photography. We’ re 
just kind of diving into parts of ourselves that we shut down for years by 
saying that we’re so busy.” 

Wolffer had been in Florida when the pandemic hit and recently 
closed her Palm Beach store, while her namesake boutique in Sag Harbor 
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JOEY WOLFFER 


continues to offer a treasure trove of pieces by a mix of designers, 
vintage finds and her own creations. Ultimately, what was best for her 
family was to be on the East End. 

“My life is here, my family is here, my vineyard is here,” she says. 

The furniture from her Palm Beach store was shipped to Sagaponack to 
decorate the Beach Shack, a new outdoor clothing boutique that makes 
use of the deck space at the Wolffer Wine Stand. “It was really on a 
whim,” she says of the new venture. Wolffer launched the Styleliner Truck, 
a luxury accessories boutique on wheels, in 2010, and the Beach Shack’s 
merchandise is similar to what would be inside the truck, but outside. 

“As a shopper, what an ideal way to shop, outside!” she says. As 
businesses begin to reopen, shoppers may be hesitant to jump back into 
stores—‘I won't let anyone in my store without a mask,” she asserts— 
and shopping outdoors can offer a way for them to feel safe. 

“Tt’s still going through our heads,” she says of the store’s reopening 
and consumer confidence about shopping indoors. “You can’t go from 
being locked up to being out and about and feeling comfortable. That’s 
the struggle, getting back into society.” 

Over the past few months, businesses have had to get creative and 
adapt to the challenges of the times. When COVID-related closures 
began, the vineyard set up a rosé drive-thru so East Enders could pick up 
Wolffer’s famous rosé without leaving the car. She credits her husband, 
Max Rohn, for coming up with the idea.

Throughout the pandemic, her main goal has been to 
keep everyone employed. “We love our team. We worked 
really hard to get a team of people like that together,” 
she says. “My proudest moment of this whole thing is 
being able to keep employees on through a crisis, and I 
hope we'll be able to continue to do that.” 

Many East End businesses have taken a hit over the 
past few months, and the return to a more regular 
semblance of work does not mean a return to the past. 
“We're never going to be able to match the numbers 
we’re used to doing and we've come to terms with that,” 
she says. ‘We'd rather the experience be great.” 

With social distancing regulations in place, all tables at 
the vineyard are situated outdoors, with stunning views. 
Visitors can enjoy food selections including small plates 
and seasonal specials, as well wine by the bottle or glass. 
Wolffer also believes that the vineyard can bring a new 
level of experience as time goes on, and she is taking a 
long-haul approach. “We need to do this right,” she says. 
“We're a family brand and we’ve been around forever. 
We'd like to continue to be around forever.” 

The Wolffer name has long been synonymous with 
the sense of East End community, of how people and 
businesses weave their way into the fabric of society in 
numerous ways. Wolffer Girls, a ready-to-wear tie-dye 
collection, is also available at her shop, with a portion of 
sales going to benefit the Bridgehampton Child Care & 
Recreational Center. Each piece is hand tie-dyed with love 
by Joey, family and team. The concept was created at the 
beginning of the pandemic to help her teach her young 
daughters the importance of giving back. 

“I was, like a lot of people, really depressed when this all 
happened. I was feeling really lost,” says Wolffer. 

She called on one of her friends, in tears. “I’ve gone 
from doing a million things to feeling completely lost,” 
she recalls saying. 

Her friend’s advice was this: “It’s okay to have one 
project you're working on.” 

“T’ve always survived on doing so many things at once,” 
says Wolffer. “I really took that and ran with it.” and tie- 
dye job became her one project. “I’m up all night sewing. 
I love it. 

“My older daughter really liked it, because she could get 
covered in blue,” she laughs. She also tells a story about 
her Jack Russell jumping into the dye, noting it was the 
“funniest thing ever.” 

Through the laughter and those times of tears, in 
business and at home, Wolffer finds balance among the 
many facets of her life in the very people who fill it. 

“T will never take credit for everything, because that’s 
not real. I have incredible people working for me in 
everything that I do, and I’m surrounded by people 
who also have great ideas and people who want to work 
hard,” she says. 

“You're able to be successful because of the people you 
surround yourself with. No one ever does it on their own. I 
think teamwork, especially during these times, is the most

Wanag's keen eye and talent for making dream fishing rods real come from 
lifelong experience in the industry and a love of the sport. 


“It started eons ago, when I was 12 or 13 years old. I lost my father when I 
was young, about 9, and these two guys from a tackle shop in the next town 
over, Westport, Connecticut, took me in,” Wanag says, recalling the first step 
toward his future business. “I was hanging around there and they would put me 
to work, making the boxes for sandworms and counting them. I would sweep up 
the store or whatever, and one of the guys, Larry, was building a rod—he would 
do custom rods and I would watch him. He showed me.” 


Those men also dragged young Wanag to Montauk for charters, but by age 
16 his interest turned from fishing to more enticing pursuits. “I found girls and 
cars,’ he admits, noting that he attended just one semester of college after 
high school before the fishing muse took hold again. “It wasn’t for me, but 
I always had Montauk in the back of my head.” As a young man, Wanag 
returned to the sea and worked sport fishing charters in Montauk and Florida. 
He later became a commercial fisherman, sailing aboard the Deliverance 
and Restless, tile fishing mostly. “But I did everything—lI dragged, whatever I 
needed to do to make a buck.”

Wanag’s destiny finally took hold after his newly divorced wife 
threw away all his best fishing gear. What felt like a great loss, put 
him back on course to his calling. A friend gave Wanag a couple of 
old rods to get him back in action, and his instinct as a craftsman 
took over. “I fixed them up,” Wanag says, noting that his buddy 
couldn't believe what he was able to do with the worse-for-wear 
castoffs. “That's how it really all got started.” 


After impressing everyone with his remarkable talent for rod 
building and repair, friends and acquaintances began requesting 
Wanag for small jobs here and there, and he did them well. “I 
ended up buying and building a couple of custom rods for myself, 
and somebody asked me, could I build them one?” He agreed and 
then took more custom orders. At a certain point, Wanag ended up 
building some rods for a customer who never paid or picked them 
up, but once again, his loss brought even greater prosperity and 
clarity of vision. “Somebody suggested I put them on eBay... within 
about an hour they both sold.” So Wanag built and sold more rods. 
“It slowly grew,’ he says, explaining how Montauk Custom Rods 
took shape. 


In time, Wanag built a website, began attending shows and 
selling his creations to fishermen all over the United States, 
especially the West Coast, and even far-flung locales like Australia 
and the Turks and Caicos Islands. Though he could live off 
Montauk Custom Rods alone, he also works at a local lumber yard, 
remaining an active member of the Teamsters Union for the 
benefits. 


Wanag's designs go from traditional to highly customized, with 
everything from his second wife and fellow fishing maven Helen 
McGuire's pink “Fishing Diva” rods and hats to a one-of-a-kind 
Avengers-themed rod, plus custom gaffs and even tackle and 
fly-fishing rods. Materials include handmade blanks, cork or foam 
grips, carbon fiber, real rattlesnake and copperhead skin, graphite, 
abalone shell, psychedelic hydro-dipped paintjobs, airbrushing, 
camouflage patterns, Zirconia (or Zirconium) guides and ring 
inserts, team logos, band names and just about any graphic one 
could imagine—as long as it works on a cylindrical shape. 


“T'll work with just about anything that I can get on a rod. I’m 
always experimenting, always trying to figure out something 
different—something you haven't seen yet,” Wanag says, 
acknowledging that his rods are always on his mind. He’s now 
considering trying to replicate vintage wooden rod butts with a 
duplicating lathe and is adding a “Tiffany Blue” rod to the Fishing 
Diva line. “It’s endless,” Wanag explains. “It’s endless when you 
start to think about some of this stuff.”

hroughout its 99 years on the South Fork, the East Hampton Historical Society 

(EHHS) has focused on preserving and celebrating East Hampton’s past. Now, 
for its 2020 antiques show, EHHS is reimagining the annual event to better fit 
today’s reality, not yesterday’s. The Virtual Antiques Show Party arrives on Friday, 
July 17, with an online auction running then through July 24. 

EHHS Executive Director Maria Vann explains that the goal of the reimagined 
event is to “keep things in the same rhythm” as previous years and “bring some 
normalcy and happiness to people in the community who are used to these events.” 
With this mindset, the annual Preview Cocktail Party at Mulford Farm has been 
transformed into the Virtual Antiques Show Party. East Enders can purchase tickets 
to receive a limited-edition swag bag replete with Wolffer rosé, local brand cookies 
a nautical canvas tote bag and more. South Fork ticket holders can have their bags 
personally delivered to their home, while those on the North Fork and beyond must 
schedule a pickup date once the EHHS office has reopened.

The online auction that follows is the historical society’s first foray into the like so 
they’ve partnered up with Doyle Auction House to make the inaugural East Hampton 
Historical Society Online Auction a success. “It’s a learning curve, but it’s not one 
we're not up for,” Vann says. 

East End designers, many of whom have supported EHHS for many years, were 
quick to step up and offer their pieces for the auction, resulting in a cornucopia 
of exciting items to win. Design luminaries include Aerin Lauder, Jonathan 
Adler, Charlotte Moss, Kim Seybert, Marshall Watson and others. The historical 
society has also put some if its prized artwork by Thomas Moran, Claus Hoie and 
David Arbus up for auction. Lavish experiences are up for grabs as well, such as 
Marshall Watson’s COVID Cocktails, at which he will host a wine and hors d’oeuvres 
reception then give a socially distanced tour of his impeccably decorated home and 
garden. 

During these trying times, the EHHS team has done what they can to support 
those on the frontlines. At the beginning of April, they donated roughly 1,500 pairs 
of leftover house tour booties to first responders, and now, they’ve included an item 
in the online auction that allows bidders to buy local restaurant gift certificates for 
the East End Ambulance Corps. “We thought this might be an opportunity to give 


them something of a thank you, and now that the sun is shining, a lunch on their 
own, wherever they want,” Vann says. “Just so they know they’ve been appreciated 
and their efforts haven’t been forgotten about.” 

While the online auction is certainly a first for the historical society, it’s not 
their debut digital offering. Since March, EHHS has offered a plethora of online 
educational programming and live virtual events, “engaging well over 10,000 folks, 
which is typically the amount of people who actually venture through our doors 
during the year,” Vann notes. “I think people tend to think of historical societies in 
general as these old houses and old places, but I’ve always felt that this society has 
really moved with the times,” she says, noting that EHHS has been developing its 
new online programming for a few years. “When we had to pivot because of COVID- 
19, like many organizations did, it forced our hand, so to speak.”

With much of the historical societys annual revenue coming from summer 
museum admission and events, the last few months have been difficult for EHHS, 
but Vann remains optimistic. “We are a very strong organization, and we continue 
to forge forward. We’ve been here for one hundred years—celebrating our centennial 
next year—and we'll be here for 100 more,” she says. “We're just a positive group of 
people, and despite the things that have impacted us, we’re moving ahead. Onto the 
next hundred! We have to reinvent ourselves constantly in life anyway, so this is an 
opportunity for us to do that and celebrate that.” 

Looking ahead, two of the historical society’s five museums will reopen in August— 
The Thomas & Mary Nimmo Moran Studio and the East Hampton Town Marine 
Museum—and a new exhibit will debut to coincide with the reopening. The annual 
lecture luncheon will also take place in August, with this year’s reinvented digital 
version featuring a live video lecture with a top East End designer and a luxury lunch 
to be picked up at Mulford Farm.

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This Week's Cover Attist: Doug Reina 


& over artist Doug Reina talks about his art 
style, his distinctive approach to the artistic 
process and more. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

This painting was inspired by a “let’s see what 
happens if we try this” attitude. The story is this—I 
originally made a plein air painting of this view of 
Ditch Plains Beach in Montauk many years ago. 
At some point in my development as a painter, I 
began to shift away from the subject matter being 
all important and started to pay more and more 
attention to how the paint actually looks and behaves 
on the surface of a painting. I remember I was getting 
some exciting passages of broken color working with 
a palette knife in acrylics as well as oils. Using the 
original plein air painting of this scene as a guide, I 
made this painting with that palette knife technique. 

Talk about your art style. 

I’m primarily a figurative painter but not in the 
photorealistic sense of the word. I do make forays 
into abstract painting, but until recently, my efforts 
in that area usually made me feel like I was speaking 
someone else’s language. However, lately, abstraction 
and I are starting to talk to each other. By using 
gesture, getting energy into the strokes and saying 
what I’m seeing/feeling with my own “short-hand” 
style of painting, abstraction is starting to mix into my 
figurative painting in ways that make sense to me and 
that I like. 

Tell us about your artistic process. 

I work from life, from drawings and from photos. My 

concern is not how I get there but to the painting itself, 
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how does it all ultimately hang together? Is there any 
life in the work or is it too stiff and dead on arrival? Is 
there any ambiguity in the work? I think it was Oscar 
Wilde who said, “A bad painting tells you everything all 
at once and the same thing forever.“ 


HONORING the ARTIST 


I usually pre-stain my canvases a dark color so I 
don’t have all that white to fight with and cover. It 
also allows me to get some interesting passages of 
broken color. In my recent work I often leave big 
parts of the pre-stained canvas unpainted, so they 
can become an important part of the design of the 
finished work. One thing I’ve learned over the years, 
that I’ve never seen mentioned in any art instruction 
book or video, is this: Painting is a physical act—it’s 
a performance, and as such I need to approach that 
canvas running on all eight cylinders. In my case, 
the mental, physical and spiritual components of my 
life need to be In a good place. In essence, in order 
to do something good, I must first be something 
good. Sounds a bit strange, I know...I get the paint to 
behave a certain way on canvas and the paint gets me 
to behave a certain way in life. 

if you weren't an artist what would you be doing? 

I would host an interview show. I very much like 
talking to interesting people and learning about their 
lives and viewpoints on things. Over the past few 
years, I’ve had the pleasure of interviewing some 
artists who I admire, such as Ty Stroudsburg and 
Stan Brodsky, in front of a live audience. Several of

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Chef John Fraser Opens Vegetable-Foxward North Fork Table

CHEF JOHN FRASER BRINGS A NEW MENU TO NORTH FORK TABLE & INN 


ecognized as one of the world’s leading vegetable chefs, John 

Fraser has played a significant role in redefining vegetables 
in American cuisine. With Michelin Star in hand, he’s bringing his 
talents to the North Fork. 

The chef and his New York City-based restaurant group, JF 
Restaurants, along with a small group of local investors, purchased 
Southold’s North Fork Table & Inn. The eatery—which was opened 
in 2006 by acclaimed chefs Gerry Hayden and Claudia Fleming, 
pioneers of the farm-to-table movement—reopened its doors to the 
community on July 8. 

As a champion of the farm-to-table philosophy, it has been a dream 
of Frasers to open a restaurant on the North Fork, an area surrounded 
by farms, vineyards and fisheries. 

“I’ve been dreaming of having a restaurant like this since I was 
20 years old,” says Fraser. “I’m in the middle of some of the richest 
farmland in the country, with access to the freshest fish, fruits and 
vegetables, and it’s like I’m a kid in a candy store.” 

The chef's love of vegetables started at an early age. “My parents had 
a garden in the back yard, so my first memories of picking vegetables 
and cooking with them was from my childhood,” he says. 

“Tm also vegetarian, and am interested in cooking in a way that 
more and more people want to eat these days, that is healthful and 
puts vegetables on center stage,” he continued. 

Fraser is no stranger to the East End. In the early days of his career, 
he spent summers working in kitchens in Montauk. “I went to college 
in California, but during the summer I would work in kitchens and 
bars in Montauk—including Shagwong,” he recalls. “I did this for 
four years—three during college, and one summer before I moved to 
Paris.” He later worked at Arpége in Paris, where chef Alain Passard 
was “heavily influenced in his cuisine by the ethereal nature of his 
farm, which was just outside Paris,” adding to his vegetable-forward 
influence. 

Fraser now lives in New York City and, “while I love the energy of the 
city, I find so much inspiration in the wide open skies, farmland and 
nature as far as the eye can see,” he says. His portfolio of restaurants 
includes The Loyal, 701 West and Paradise Club at the Times Square 
EDITION. His Michelin-starred Dovetail was an Upper West Side 
favorite for years, until it closed in 2018. This will be the chef's first 
restaurant outside of a large city. 

At the start of his career, he cut his teeth working at Tomas Keller’s 
The French Laundry in California, which was “my first taste of a true 
farm-to-table experience,” he says. “At North Fork, I'll be once again 
surrounded by farms that supply the restaurant.” 

Following a six-month restoration project, the restaurant now 
boasts a separate bar, an airy and open dining room and two outdoor 
dining rooms. The team has aimed to “revitalize the historic home 
while preserving its essential character and spirit.” 

Fraser’s menu items draw inspiration from the North Fork’s 
wide-open skies, surrounding waterways, farmland and vineyard 
landscapes. There is a strong focus on local seafood, meats, dairy, 
wines and spirits. 

Fraser credits the Southold Mixed Grill, “which is the best of the 
local waters simply grilled and put together,” as a favorite. There’s 
also the Hen of the Woods mushrooms, with celery branch and 
celery root, and the Peconic fluke crudo with carrot, maple and 
jalapefio oil. 

“We're drawing from the open fields. Right now we're foraging 
for sea beans, dandelion greens, wild sorrel,” he says of using local 
bounty to compliment the menu. 

Local suppliers of the restaurant include KK Farms, a biodynamic 
farm just minutes away, Braun Seafood and Blue Duck Bakery. 

Fraser’s kitchen team is led by Chef de Cuisine Steven Barrantes, 
who has worked with Fraser throughout his career. Beverage Director 
Amy Racine has curated wine list that reflects the North Fork wine 
region with stalwarts like Bedell Cellars and newer name like RG|NY. 

What does Fraser hope to add to the story of this iconic East End 
restaurant? 

“The same spirit and philosophy is still there, but it is certainly a 
new chapter,” he says. “I’ve tried to balance revitalizing something 
historic and very special to the community, while also reimagining the — 
menu, the service and the design, to create something new for those 
who loved it and for those who are about to visit for the first time.”
